Recont reporta of Japanese activity in 
Manchuria would point to the fact that not 
only is Japan-bent on dominating Chinn 
politically, but is also dotarmined to exploit 
Manchuria commercially to the exclusion 


of all rivals, And this is in dofianeo of the |* 


most definite international undertukings, 

To understand tho position clearly it is 
necessary to refer to threo trentios, all 
ratified in 1905, At tho termination of 
the war Japan and Russia reciprocally 
engaged, in the torma of pence not to 
obstruct any general measures commox to 
all countries which China might take for 
the development of the commerce and 
Hindustry of Manchuris. It was generally 
accepted nyo pledge that China should 
have a free hand in tho buiding of railways 
in that vast and fertile territory. 

The preamble of the Anglo-Japancso 
Treaty Inid dawn tho prosorvation of tho 
conimon interests of ull the Powers in 
Chind by insuring the independence and 
integrity of the Chineso Empire and tho 
principle of equal opportunities for tho 
commerce and industry of all nations in 
China ; while by tho treaty between Chinn 
and Japan, signed in December of the samo 
year, tho contracting partics agreod to 
mako arrangoments as soon us possible for 
connecting the servico of railways in South 
Manchuria and those in China proper ‘tin 
onler to promote and facilitate thé com- 
munications and the transport of goods.” 

So far all is plain sailing, Tho Chineso 
Government was to bo allowed to enter 
into whatever commercial contracta for tho 
development of the country seemod good 
to har, while the business agents of the 
various natiofs haying interests'in China 
were to bu treated of an equal footing. 

SECRET UNDERSTANDING. 

It is common knowlédge that in April 
1906 n secret understanding was arrived at 
betweon China amid Japan by which tho 
Chinese enguged not to construct prior to 
the recovery by them of tho South Map. 
churian “Railay, fifteen years henco, any 
hinain line that would enter into compatition 
with the South Manchurian Railway, or 
any branch line that would divert trafic 
from it, 

The real object, of the secret, agrooment, 
hns recently.been made plain. The object 
Lis not to provent the building of a railway 
that may possibly compete with the South 
Manchurian Line, but to ensure that no 
| railways of atiy kind shall be constructed 
in Manchuria without her special * “sanction 
and approval. “Fhis power of veto hns 
already been-put.into force, 

The Chined¢d “Imperial Railway from 
Peking nortlreast to Manchuria now ends 
at Hsinmintu 
miles from Mukded, which jg due east, 
Mukdon is abous ¢ tho centre of the Japaticay 
South Mauchuiiea Line, and it is highly 
important thaf it should be Hioked, up with 
the Poking tine, “ee. 


In “pursuance of its’ open treaty obliga- 
tions with Japan ‘to promote and facilitate 


the communteations. and‘ transport of 
goods" and “for connecting the services 
of railways in South Manchyria and thoso 
the Chintso Government 
is:‘now constructing this line. In its con- 
struction the River Liao, a deep, danger- 
ous, ald unfordablo river, will have to bo 


Dridged, That will, of course, present ino } 


difficulties to- the enyincers; the fact is 
only mentionéd because this river has 
always formed a hhatural trafic barrier 
between the’ Hsinmintun distriet and tho 
Mukden district of Manchuria, 

8 retching duo north for fifty miles from 
Hsinmintun, the present termipus of tho 
Peking Railway, is a fortile plain, thickfy 
populated and highly cultivuted, and ond- 
ing nt thy town of Fakurmen, on che south 
bank of the Liao River, which turns west- 
ward not far above the point at which tho 
new line batween Hsinmintun and Muk- 
den will cross it, and forms an irrogular 
semi-circle. 

The ndvantafes of a branch line connect. 
ing fakumen with the main railway are eo 
obyious that it hns long beon contemplat- 
ed. British bondholders lent the. Chinese 
money to construct the original lino from 
Poking, and werd willing- te lond further 
sums to extend the railway to Fakumen. 

‘Tho Chinese Government wore anxious 
to build it, but instoad ‘of giving a conces- 
sion, as in previous ease, thoy déterminod 
to employ contractors to carry out tho 
works.

At this soason of the yoar when the 
fogs of the Chins coast ara making 
themselves folt onco again it is opportune 
that there should be published such » book 
as has beon written by Mr C.D. Wilkin- 
gon, Solicitor, of Hongkong, and Mr J. 'T. 
Douglas, Master Mariner, and Marine 
Surveyor, of Hongkong. From. Messrs 
‘Kelly and Walsh the publishers, we have 
received a copy. It is ontitled Naviga- 
tion of Ships in a Fog,” and when it comes 
from the joint pens of auch well-known 
men ne the ‘authors—the one skilled in 
iaw, tho other in seamnnship—it can be 
taken up with almost a certainty that the 
soundest advice is contained within its 
covers, "It is—tho authors have combined 
practical oxperionce with personal know- 
lodge, «and as a result a work has been 
evolved which should be of considerable 
value to all mariners and mombora of the 
legal. profession tho are called upon to 
deal with cases atising out of collisions in 
fogs, : 

Ia a foreword Mr Wilkinson notifies 
that ‘the object of the book is principally 
to enable those “who go down to tho sea 
inships" to undarstand what lino of conduct 
it is bost aud right for -them to pursue 
when navigating their shipa in a fog, in| 
order to avoid risk of collision, and in 
order to free thomsslves and their ships 
from liability in ® court of law"in tho 
event of their boing unable to avoid a 
collision, The book deals with such of the 
Regulations for Provontion of . Collisions 
at Sea, and the provisions of the Morchant 
Shipping Act of 1894 ng aro applicable to 
ships in fog, and citeg innumerable cases 
in support of arguments. The. book con 
tuins 123 pages, every ona of which should 
provo of interest to thosp concerned. Tho 
chapters are written in an interesting atyle, 
and several ‘important hints aro given, 
Particularly should the chapter “Sound 
in a Fog” bo of yaluo as it gives somo 
retnarkable exporicuces, in fog on the 
China const. We mighé give ons or tivo 
for goneral information :— : 

“On one occasion the captain df a 
consting steamer on the China coast had 
lost his bearings in a fog, which had Inated 
for some consideralle timo, and, with a 
view to discovering his position, steered in, 
what ho believed to be the dirsction of 
Oksui (a small island in tho Formosa Chan- 
nel upon which a fof-gun-had been placed) 
in the hops of “‘picking up’ the fog-guoy 
the sound of which is usually-heard, under 
favourable circumstances of Wind, ete., at 
a distanco of about £0 miles, ‘The course 
he stocred proved to bo absolutely ‘correct 
in one sonne, for he eventually found him- 
Sol uground on -tho rocks‘of Oksu island ; 
"but not: until then did ho hear the fog-gun, 
the-sound of which, thougli’ tle But was a 
very short distance from chim, was_ sory 
faint. The gun, however, was at that tino 
much above him, bub still, under ordinary 
cireumstances, im x fog (and tliere ‘was 
nothing to warn him that the circumstances 
were, otherwise than ordinary) he should 
hivé “heard the sound of the gun at aome 
considerable time before reacldug tho 
island, and no doubts oxisted as to its 
having been regularly fired. . 

“On. another “occasion J. T. ‘Douglas, 
when in command of steainship proceed. 
ing from Swatow to Hongkong, found him- 
self in a donse fog when u long distance 
from the: latter port, He proceeded at 
dend slow speed in the direction of Waglan 
island, upon which is orectod a light-housa 
and is placed a fog-gun, in the expectation 
of eventunlly hearing tho gound of that 
gun, and 80 determining his exact position. 
After some timo had olapsid since that 
at which he concluded he. ought’ to. have 
hoard the gan, he folt uneasy af not-having 
heard it, and fortunately gtve the. order 
slow astern, for, immediately afterwards,

Au Interesting Interview. 


_Aga algn that Cliina is oager to become 


abreast of the times, and is anxious to look 
after not only her own: interests but those 
of her subjecta,. sho has'lately: sent out to 
Australia and the neighbouring islands 1» 
distinguished student; Mr Thomas Ling, 
who has just renehod Sydney, says the

Ho has been despatched to not only inquire 


into the conditions of his follow-subjacts} . 


in Austrulin, but algo to settle some mis- 
understanding that has arisen in Samoa 
between German gmployors and Chinesc 
workmon. It. is alleged that the Chineso, 
who aro bound to their employers -by con- 
tract. for five years, have bean illireated, 


and Mr Ling has been specially eee to}. - 


investigate the matter. - 


Questioned on“ various ‘tnidtors aatng 
with China and this country, Mr Ling ‘was. 
inclined to ba: reticont. . Asked. about the 
Chinese restriction question, he said that 
at present hid Gorernment’ waa: doing’ ite 
beat ¢o rectify watters. ” . On. the opfum 
question Mr Ling was'more explicit. He 
said that the use of opium was boing 
restricted fn China to an extensive degree ; 
so much so that former big users of this 
drug wore dying in hundyeds through not 
getting enough. Aa n matter of fact, ho 
observed, in Hongkong the British Goy- 
ernment has giver monopoly to ono China- 
man orcompany. It is etyled an opium 
farm, which means in reality opium firm, 
This firm controls the entire supply, and 
sells to different buyors, Australians in- 
cluded. This is how opium gets into this 
country, as Hongkong is the only port at 
which Austratian ships visit. - 

Asked about tho Manchurian railway 
question, Mr. Ling said he was not 
altogether conversant with the subject, as 
he had been travelling since the matter 
cropped up. He was, however, of tho 
opinion that Japan, elated by her recont 
victories over Ryssja, was inclined to take 
upon herself the right to give advice and 
insist on {ts being carried oul, 

The Chinoso nation, he romorked, is 
awakening. It is now taking into account 
all little details dealing with foroign nations 
“which somo years ago it did not recognise 
as important. “The lead sot by tho 
Japanese is now being folled by China,” 
he said, ‘andt will not by long, in my 
opinion, before our great’ néighbour "is 
aurpasacd, sa far as its ideas of advan- 
cement are concerned. The advancoment 


of Chitin simply nicans the’bencfit of the} 
whole world, as hundreds of millions of! 


pounds .muat bo paid by us for mining 
plant and other things beforo wo can 
develop our vast country’s resources.”
